i. On 16 December 1986, Tom Barbee and I sampled the fire hydrant
across from the Fuel Farm. The Fire Department during their

routine hydrant inspections had smelled something they felt was

fuel or gasoline in the water when they openned the hydrant.

2. We sampled the hydrant in the afternoon. Earlier that day,

Base Safety had run some tests so the hydrant had been opened at

least onece. We took two samples. The first sample (JTC Sample

#12-4085) was of the first water out of the hydrant that afternoon.

It showed traces of Benzene, Ethylbenzene, Toluene Xylene and

THM’s. The second sample (JTC Sample #12-4086) was taken after

the hydrant was flushed for approximately i0 minutes. The only

thing present was THM’s.

3. In my opinion, the traces of Benzene, Ethylbenzene, Toulene,

and Xylene are coming from the soil and not the water system.

The Fuel Farm has had leaks in the past and apparently the soil

under the hydrant where it drains, is contaminated with some

fuel. These compounds are flammable, but analysis showed less

than i0 mg/L.

4. The readings were low, however, the hydrant had been flushed

earlier that day, so the readings may be higher on an initial

opening of the hydrant after it has been left alone between the

Fire Department Inspections.
